The Idaho Department of
Environmenta Qudlity is completing the assessments for dl 1daho public drinking water systems.
The assessment for your particular drinking water source is based on aland use inventory within
a1,000 foot radius of your drinking water source, sengitivity factors associated with the source
and characterigtics associated with ether your aguifer or watershed in which you live.

This report, Source Water Assessment for Public Water System # 7300086 describes the
public drinking water system, the associated potentid contaminant sources located within a
1,000 boundary around the drinking water source, and the susceptibility (risk) that may be
associated with any associated potential contaminants. This assessment should be used asa
planning toal, taken into account with local knowledge and concerns, to develop and implement
appropriate protection measures for this system. Theresults should not be used asan
absolute measure of risk and is not intended to under mine the confidence in your water
system.

The New Leadore Adminigiration Site drinking water system congsts of one well located
outside the one hundred-year flood plain, which ranked low susceptible to potentia
contaminants. Thefina low ranking falsin al susceptibility category scores except for the IOC
category score which find ranking falsis high. Thisis due to severd factors within your
surrounding areathat could be potentia contaminant sources to your drinking water system. The
following condderations have been gpplied in determining your find well ranking: hydrologic
characteridtics, physcd integrity of the well, land use characterigtics, and potentialy sgnificant
contaminant sources. There are no potentia contaminant sources identified within the delinested
capture zone a thistime. The Naturd Resources Conservation Service area classfication
though should be noted in the evauation of your well’s susceptibility. Lemhi County is
congdered a predominately poor drained area, therefore stormwater could be a potential
contaminant. Thisis only a possible contaminant source and is presently not a threet to your
drinking water system. A copy of the susceptibility andyss for your system aong with amap
showing any potentia contaminant sources is included with this summary. Informeation regarding
the potentia contaminants within the 1,000' boundary have been summarized and included in
Table 1 below.

Whether the sourceis currently located in a“ pristing’ areaor
an areawith numerous industriad and/or agricultura land uses, the way to ensure good water
qudlity in the future is to act now to protect valuable water supply resources.

For the New Leadore Administration Site, source water protection activities should focus on
implementation of practices amed a protecting the well from inorganic (10C) related
contaminants that may leach within the designated source water area. Y ou may want to establish
adiaog with the following state and local agencies related to possible leachable contaminants
that may affect the well. Source water protection activities should be amed a long-term
management srategies even though these strategies may not yidd resultsin the near term.

AST (Aboveground Storage Tanks) — Stes with aboveground
storage tanks.

Business Mailing Ligt — This list contains potential contaminant
sites identified through a yellow pages database search of standard
industry codes (SIC).

CERCLIS — This includes stes consdered for ligting under the
Comprehensive Environmental Response Compensation and
Liability Act (CERCLA). CERCLA, more commonly known as
ASupefund@is designed to clean up hazardous waste sSites that are
onthenationa priority list (NPL).

Cyanide Site — DEQ permitted and known higtorica stesfacilities
using cyanide.

Dairy — Sitesincluded in the primary contaminant source inventory
represent those facilities regulated by Idaho State Department of

Agriculture (ISDA) and may range from a few head to severd
thousand head of milking cows.

Deep Injection Well — Injection wells regulated under the 1daho
Depatment of Water Resources generadly for the disposd of
stormwater runoff or agriculturd field drainage.

Enhanced Inventory — Enhanced inventory locations are potential
contaminant source sites added by the water system. These can
include new sites not captured during the primary contaminant
inventory, or corrected locaions for stes not properly located
during the primary contaminant inventory. Enhanced inventory sites
can dso include miscellaneous sites added by the |daho Department
of Environmenta Qudity (IDEQ) during the primary contaminant
inventory.

Floodplain — Thisis a coverage of the 100year floodplains.

Group 1 Sites— These are dtes that show eevated levels of
contaminants and are not within the priority one aress.

I norganic Priority Area— Priority one areas where greater than
25% of the welg/springs show condtituents higher than primary
standards or other health standards.

L andfill — Areas of open and closed municipad and non-municipa
landfills.

LUST (Lesking Underground Storage Tank) — Potentia
contaminant source sites associated with lesking underground storage
tanks as regulated under RCRA.

Mines and Quarries — Mines and quarries permitted through the
Idaho Department of Lands.)

Nitrate Priority Area — Area where greater than 25% of
wellg/'springs show nitrate va ues above Smg/l.
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NPDES (National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) —
Sites with NPDES permits. The Clean Water Act requires that any
discharge of a pollutant to waters of the United States from a point
source must be authorized by an NPDES permit.

Oraganic Priority Areas— These are any arees where grester than
25 % of wellg/springs show leves greater than 1% of the primary
gtandard or other health standards.

Recharge Point — This includes active, proposed, and possible
recharge sites on the Snake River Plain.

RICRIS — Site regulated under Resour ce Conservation Recovery
Ad (RCRA). RCRA is commonly associated with the cradle to
grave management approach for generation, storage, and digposd of
hazardous wastes.

SARA Tie 1l (Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization
Act Tier Il Facilities) — These Stes store certain types and
amounts of hazardous materids and must be identified under the
Community Right to Know Act.

Toxic Release Inventory (TRI) — The toxic relesse inventory list
was developed as pat of the Emergency Planning and Community
Right to Know (Community Right to Know) Act passed in 1986.
The Community Right to Know Act requires the reporting of any
release of achemica found onthe TRI ligt.

UST (Underground Storage Tank) — Potentia contaminant source
sSites associated with underground storage tanks regulaed as
regulated under RCRA.

Wagewater Land Applications Sites — These are areas where the
land gpplication of municipd or industrid wastewater is permitted

by IDEQ.
Wellheads — These are drinking water well locations regulated under

the Safe Drinking Water Act. They are not trested as potentia
contaminant sources.

NOTE: Many of the potential contaminant sources were located
using ageocoding program where mailing addresses are used to locate
afacility. Fed veification of potentia contaminant sources is an
important element of an enhanced inventory.

Where posshle, a lig of potentid contaminant sites unable to be
located with geocoding will be provided to water systems to
determine if the potential contaminant sources are located within the
source water assessment area.
